Picture, in the towns through which you 
pass, events of the early 50's, haunts of desperadoes, 
hideouts of Black Bart and his bandit fraternity, gamb- 
ling dens, saloons, stage depots, banks — buildings 
whose old iron shutters and barred doors could tell 
many a tale. 

Stop at some of the old taverns. Italian food is 
still served as in those early mining days. You have 
a real experience awaiting you. 

Ghost towns though some may be, many are the

MOTHER LODE TO SONORA 
—(Via Drytown—97 Miles) 


HE COUNTRY which this trip will unfold to you has been 


famed in the stories of Bret Harte and Mark Twain. Go out 
Folsom Boulevard, making a right turn at Perkins, proceeding 
to Slough House and the scenes of the old hydraulic washings. 

Stop at the pioneer mining towns of Plymouth, Drytown, 
Amador City, Sutter Creek and Jackson, where mining activities 
are still pursued in the more modern manner, as evidenced by 
the Argonaut and Kennedy, with workings more than a mil> 
underground. The Kennedy is the world's deepest gold mine. 

Be sure to visit the ‘ghost town" of Volcano. 

At Mokelumne Hill, where the first large white settlement 
was established in 1848, the gravel beds produced many millions 
in gold. Frequently Joaquin Murrieta made his appearance here 
in disguise, playing cards and discussing with miners the best 
method of his capture. 

From San Andreas you can proceed through Angels Camp 
to Calaveras Big Trees, with two interesting side trips to Cali- 
fornia's subterranean wonders—Mercer's and Moaning Caves. 
The latter was used by the Indians as a burial chamber before 
the mining days. 

Dropping back to Angels Camp, proceed south through 
Melones to Tuttletown. The first log cabin was built here in 
1848 by A. A. H. Tuttle, who became the first county judge. 
The old stone store was built in 1852. Here Bret Harte clerked 
and Mark Twain traded. Nearby gulches were immensely rich, 
and in this district was the setting for "An Heiress of Red 
Dog,’ "Two Men from Sandy Bar," "Luck of Roaring Camp," 
“Penelope” and "How Santa Claus Came to Simpson's Bar." 

Trails about Tuttletown were traversed by such picturesque 
characters as Jack Hamlin, Dr. Duchense, Jeff Briggs of Tuol- 
umne, Abner Dean of Angels, Brown of Calaveras. Jones of 
Mariposa, Old Kentuck and others familiar to the readers of 
"The Argonauts." 

At Jackass Hill still stands the Mark Twain Cabin and Mark 
Twain Oak. Here was penned “Jumping Frog of Calaveras 
County" and many others. 

Sonora is not only an interesting mining town but here are 
provided exceptional hotel facilities where one may make head- 
quarters for wanderings into this interesting country. See 
Columbia, ''Gem of the Southern Mines," settled in 1850. Pro- 
duced $87,000,000 in vicinity. In 1852 there were 200 gambling 
dens flourishing, with combined capital of $2,000,000, four banks, 
thirty saloons, three express offices, post office, twenty-seven 
produce stores, seven bakeries, printing office, theatre, and an 
amphitheatre for bear and bull fights. 

Before returning to Sacramento you can take the scenic 
route over the Big Oak Flat Road into the Yosemite National 
Park, Optional highways back to Sacramento are shown on the 
accompanying map. 


OLD GOLD TRAIL 


A ROUND TRIP of 120 miles that touches some of the high 

spots of early California romance. Starting at Tenth and L 
and proceeding out L Street, you pass Sutter's Fort, within 
which a delightful half-hour or more may be spent in true 
pioneer surroundings. Going out Folsom Boulevard. you quickly 
reach Folsom, which is historically interesting because Califor- 
nia's first railway, the Sacramento Valley Railroad, incorporated 
in 1853 and built by Theodore D. Judah, later the first pro- 
moter of the Central Pacific, was opened for traffic between 
Sacramento and Folsom in 1856. The road was extended to 
Placerville in 1866.

fou next come to Shingle Springs and El Vorado—quaint 


reminders of the old mining towns—and finally to Placerville— 
the "“Hangtown" of '49 Days. 

Placerville was originally known as "Old Dry Diggings."’ In 
1849 two gamblers, a Frenchman and a Spaniard. were hanged 
to a tree, and the place re-christened ''Hangtown,'' a name 
which later generations have tried to forget. It was incorporated 
as Placerville in 1854. Among its early residents was J. M. 
Studebaker, at that time known as "Wheelbarrow John." 

Continue to Coloma, where Marshall's Monument marks the 
spot where gold was first discovered in California by James 
W. Marshall, January 24, 1848. You continue through the lower 
end of the American River Canyon to Auburn, Roseville, Orange- 
vale and Fairoaks—in which you pass through California's finest 
citrus belt and orchard section. 11

LAKE TAHOE VIA PLACERVILLE 
—(I13 Miles to Al Tahoe) 


ROCEED over the same route to Placerville as described 

in the "Old Gold Trail" trip. Harry Roff on April 3, 1860, 
made the initial run of the Pony Express from Sacramento to 
Placerville (at that time 55 miles) in 2 hours and 45 minutes. 

The section from Placerville to Lake Tahoe is not only one 
of the best mountain roads in the West, but one of the oldest. 
It was used in the Sixties by the Central Overland stage coaches, 
and by the big freight wagons which took supplies to the Com- 
stock Mine in the days when Virginia City was America's great- 
est mining camp. 

All the historic spots along the road have been marked by 
the Forest Service. Along this highway are hundreds of summer 
homes and the Sacramento Municipal Camp. 

Lake Tahoe is the largest fresh-water lake in California 
and admittedly the most picturesque both in color and in 
setting. It is situated at an elevation of 6225 feet. Its maximum 
length is 23 miles and its greatest width is about 12 miles. 
Two score resorts located on the shores of the Lake comprise 
the membership of the Lake Tahoe-Sierra Association. Descrip- 
tive booklets giving details regarding accommodations and rates 
may be secured by addressing the Association at Tahoe City, 
California; or, the Sacramento Chamber of Commerce. 


LAKE TAHOE VIA AUBURN 
—{I14 Miles to Tahoe City) 


LEAVING SACRAMENTO by way of Twelfth or Sixteenth 

Streets, driving through North Sacramento and passing the 
Sacramento Municipal Golf Courses and Del Paso Park. you 
come to Roseville, where are located the Pacific Fruit Express 
pre-cooling and ice plants, also the Southern Pacific yards. 
Next are the granite quarries of Rocklin; then, Loomis, Newcastle 
and Auburn, noted for their fresh fruit shipments. Other orchard 
towns are Clipper Gap and Applegate; Colfax, where are 
located numerous tubercular sanitariums; Gold Run and Dutch 
Flat, famed for great hydraulic mining pits. 

At Donner Summit, an elevation of 7,135 feet, is presented 
a marvelous panorama including Donner Lake. At Donner Lake 
is Pioneer Monument, marking the spot where the Pioneer 
Donner Party perished from cold and want in the winter of 
1846-47, 

Before turning into Lake Tahoe, stop at Truckee, which takes 
its name from the Truckee River. This in turn obtained its 
derivation from an Indian named Truckee, who told a party 
of pioneers of the pure water and the abundance of fish in 
a river to which he would lead them. 

This route is known as U. S. No. 40. It is the direct trans- 
continental highway through Reno into California. Lake Tahoe 
is reached from Truckee over a marvelous boulevard which fol- 
lows along the beautiful Truckee River. 
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QUINCY AND FEATHER RIVER VIA OROVILLE 
—(Quincy, 148 Miles) 


PTIONAL routes are available to Marysville. If you go via Roseville you will 
O'.. the Gladding, McBean Tile and Pottery Works at Lincoln. You will drive 


through a grain and hop raising country. On the other hand, the River Road 


takes you through a garden spot of intensive agricultural production along the Sacra- 
mento and Feather Rivers. In the early days, gold dredging operations were a 


a ; = notable feature, but agriculture has taken its place in this district, and today Marys- 
Indian surning Ground ville is known as the center of the world's peach bowl. 
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Driving northward to Oroville one comes to California's earliest orange district 
and the home of the mission olive. Although this trip takes us to Quincy, some day 
you will want to go north to the Lassen Volcanic National Park, stopping at Cherokee, 
which is noted for diamonds and other precious stones, and then through Magalia, 
where was discovered a 54-pound gold nugget. 

Another northerly route follows the Pacific Highway, known as U. S. No. 99: 
passing through Chico and taking a side trip to Richardson Springs, 
you will enjoy a resort famous for its mineral springs.

AKE the same route as previously described to Auburn, then 
turn left and at the end of 23 miles you will reach Grass

San Juan to Grass Valley, then through Rough and Ready 
to Marysville.

Valley. Nevada City is four miles further. Quartz gold was 
first discovered in Grass Valley in 1850. From this dates Cali- 
fornia's tremendous gold production. Here still stands the home 
of Lola Montez as do several churches, homes and other 
buildings, including an old Chinese joss-house, erected during 
the first half of the 50's. 

Your choice of routes may be taken to Downieville. It is 
suggested that you take the one through Alleghany. It cuts 
down into a canyon of the Yuba, where a one mile stretch of 
the highway clings to the face of the tortuous rocky precipice 


entirely by gold mining. The road continues down the marvel- 
ously beautiful five-mile Mountain House Grade to Goodyear 
Bar and then to Downieville. 

Many of the original poles, insulators and wires used in the 
world's first long distance telephone line, in 1878, between 
French Corral through North San Juan and Bloomfield, still 
remain. 

In Downieville, business continues exactly as it did three- 
quarters of a century ago. It remains a typical historic mining 
camp. It is most interesting because of the atmosphere which 
still prevails. See the Court House which was built in the ‘50s. 


If time permits, continue your trip on through Sierra City 
into the beautiful Gold Lake Region and the upper reaches of 
the Feather River—a fisherman's paradise—to Quincy, from 
which point an interesting side trip may be made to Lake 
Almanor, crossing the Feather River at Keddie and passing 
through a rich copper mining district. 

Return from Quincy is made by way of Oroville and Marys- 
ville, through marvelous orange, olive, peach and almond 
orchards. This trip offers perhaps the greatest scenic variety 
of any drive in the Sacramento Region.
